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DETAILED ACTION 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C 121: 

I. Claims 1-9, drawn to a bicyclo-heterocyclic compound and method of making the 
same, classified in class 558, subclass 74, 

II. Claims 10-26, drawn to a phosphorus ester, classified in class 558, subclass 87. 
The above delineated groups are drawn to divergent phosphorus-containing compound; 

i.e., a cyclic compound versus an acyclic compound. A reference of one group 
would not suggest and/or render the other group obvious in the absence of the 
secondary teachings. A search of one group is not required for the search of the 
other group and vice versa. 
Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Ms. Sherry Knowles on 15 November 2004 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
